This office action is in response to the paper filed 15 January 2008. 

Election/Restrictions/Examiner's Amendment 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 15-23 
and 30-33 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 15-23 
and 30-33 been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 1-14 and 24-29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record neither teaches nor suggests the claimed method of manufacturing, in particular the 
oblique press forming (Attorney Arguments, pages 4-5 persuasive) and allowing an end portion 
of the coextruded body to protrude from an end of the die (Attorney Arguments, pages 6-7 
persuasive).
